GREAT OPPORTUNITY FOR BREEDERS 

Conditions Were Never More Auspicious for the 
Breeding of Thoroughbred Horses. 

There never was a time in Hie history of this 
country when conditions upis-ared to lie more aus- 
picious for the breeding of thoroughbred horses 
than at present, writes Charles E. Brossman. Con- 
ditions too are most favorable, for the different 
racing associations are striving with each other as 
to which one shall hang up the more valuable prizes 
to be raced for than were ever dreamed of in the 
lean years of the past, when the reformer was 
abroad in the land seeking whom he might devour 
on alleged moral grounds for political purposes only. 

It sometimes seems that it requires a calamity, 
a scourge, desolation and war to bring people buck 
to the fundamental principles of democratic govern- 
ment. where all citizens shall be equal tinder tin- 
law and each have the same right to life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness, as our constitution 
guarantees. The greatest objectors to thorough- 
bred horses and race tracks are usually persons 
that know nothing whatever about either; have 
never owned or used a thoroughbred in any capacity; 
know nothing about the actual management of a 
first-class race track or the integrity, business acu- 
men and resiKinsihility required to successfully 
operate any of the leading tracks of the country.' 

When our gallant soldier boys return from France 
they will have seen the world from a different 
viewpoint; they will know that many credulous 
people here have been imposed upon and misled by 
demagogues and self-seeking politicians, and woe 
Ik- to the future hopes of any itolitician or office- 
bidder wlm seeks to depreciate or misrepresent the 
merit in anything that was of benefit or an ef- 
fectual accessory to them in their great battles 
when they were fighting for their lives. 

Our country has been remiss in this particular. 
Nothing was done liy the government to encourage 
the breeding or develop the desired qualities of 
the thoroughbred until recently. More has been 
accomplished under President Wilson’s adminis- 
tration than in all other administrations collectively 
since the Civil War. Several years ago race tracks 
were tabooed, many prominent breeders became 
discouraged at the outlook and dispersed their 
studs, consequently the number of thoroughbred 
horses in this country was greatly reduced when the 
world’s war began. A captain of the regular army 
just returned from France is authority for the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“We soldiers consider racing a most essential 
industry; in fact, it would be n military blunder 
of the most serious sort to in any way interfere 
with the production of thoroughbreds in the United 
States at this time or in the future. 

ESSENTIAL TO MILITARY EFFICIENCY. 

“Thoroughbred production on the widest possible 
scale is as essential to military efficiency as is 
arms and munition production.’’ When Marshal 
Foch decided that the readiest of the American 
units were to be used in Hie great offensive he had 
long had in mind, the Second Division was ordered 
from Verdun to Chateau Thierry, a distance of 
about 100 miles. There were few horses in Its com- 
plement that boasted of any thoroughbred blood 
whatever — just ordinary horses, job lot horses picked 
up in America by buyers with a contract. The re- 
sult was that 80 per cent of the horses of the 
artillery brigade of the Second Division succumbed 
to the ordinary mishaps of a rapid march of about 
100 miles. We got through, this officer further 
states, because the French, who did not lose more 
than 5 per cent of their horses on the same march, 
resupplied us with half and three-quarter bred 
thoroughbreds. 

Because of the wise foresight of the French 
government, which for many, many years encouraged 
the breeding of the thoroughbred, subsidized and 
promoted racing, the horse stock of the country was 
equal to the supreme test, when homes, country anil 
the lives of loved ones w-cre swaying in the balance. 
The French use thoroughbred stallions only, to 
encourage production specifically for military em- 
ployment, ami, mount for mount, the French cavalry 
is the best in the world today. The large number 
of nondescript horses that they have purchased from 
us since the German invasion of Belgium began have 
been employed in the transport service, hut when 
active, vigorous, rapid, heart-breaking service was 
required the descendants of the race horse were su- 
preme. and they were one of the chief factors in 
saving Paris from the Hun. 

It is gratifying to those of us who for years have 
been urging the necessity of thoroughbred stallions 
at tiie head of government breeding farms 
in this country to know that when the acid 
test came in the most destructive, vicious and bloody 
war in the history of the world that the fighting 
spirit, energy and endurance of the thoroughbred 
horse was not found wantiug. Because of the fav- 
orable re|iorts of officers and men returned from 
I- ranee as to the efficiency anil worth of the half 
and three-quarter bred cavalry anil artillery horse 
of that country many communities all over the 
country are securing desirable thoroughbred stal- 
lious, anil it will not be long when the boys corni- 
home until the legislators of the different states 
will look upon the thoroughbred, racing anil race 
tracks from a more favorable angle. Then-fore, 
now is the time to buy stallions, broodmares and 
yearlings.

VIRGINIA OR WHITE-TAIL DEER 

This is the l*cst known of all our hoofed ani- 
mals. because it is most widely distributed. It is a 
forest animal, but is often found in the brush- 
grown regions of riv*‘rs throughout the Great 
Plains. It derives its name from its long and 
wedged-sluije.-d bush tail, which is snow-white un- 
derneath. When alarmed and running away this 
white brush is held stiffly aloft. This flag-like 
waving tail has given it the name of Flag-Tailed 
Deer by many hunters. es|»criaUy in the west. 

There are two |s.ints in which this d<-cr differs 
from all others, and by which it is easily recog- 
nized. Its antlers rise a short distance from tin- 
forehead, then suddenly drop forward. The antler, 
of all other deer |H.int backward as they rise. An- 
other difference is the pointed tail, busli near the 
body and white underneath. 

Tlie White-Tailed Deer is a United States 
species, for it inhabits at least a portion of every 
state and territory, save Delaware. Oregon. Ne- 
vada. California and Arizona. It is abundant in 
tlie Adirondack*, Main**. Vermont, northern Minne- 
sota ami Michigan. Closely related forms of 
White-Tailed Deer are found in Floriila. on the 
lower Itio Grande ami in northeastern Washington. 

Of the sub- siH*i*ies is tlie dwarf Arizona White- 
Tailed D«*er. ami the Florida White-Tailed Deer, 
both small animals. 

In Canada the Virginia deer is called tlie “Red 
Deer,” and in the northern portions of its range

aged by Brigadier General Richard M. Blatchford, 
commanding. 

Recent orders issued by him read: 

“Any officer or enlisted man desiring to hunt 
ill tin* Canal Zone must obtain a copy of the game 
laws of tin* zone from his commanding officer, ami 
must thoroughly familiarize himself with tlie law 
and comply with it. 

“It is tlie desire of the commanding general to 
encourage hunting and fishing on tlie part of <>ur 
officers and enlisted men. There is no lx*tter way 
of imcoinfng acquainted with tlie country, the trails 
an 1 tlie jungle than by hunting, nor is there any 
I i**tter way of training men for smut duty than by 
stalking game. 

‘All jmjsi commanders, therefore, will not place 
obstacles ill the way of officers anil enlisted men 
who desire to make hunting trips into the jungle, 
but will aid them in every practicable way. 

“The laws and restricted area must, however, he 
carefully studied and complied with.”

How the Big Ones Are Landed — 
Weakfish and Croakers Also 
Worth While. 



Churchill Iliingerford in the New York Sun. writ- 
ing from Ocean City. New Jersey, says that the 
persistent surf fishing brigade will soon leave Jersey 
waters for those of the south. 

The fisli that really make the surf worth fishing 
are the kingfish. weakfish and croakers. To only a 
few of the many who fish the beach is granted the 
extraordinary good fortune of landing a “big one.” 
so it is really tlie smaller fish that an* the real 
incentive of surf fishing. Here, too. is where the 
skill mines in and where tin* surf angler u*es the 
same careful tactics as those of the trout fisherman. 

Let us start fishing at half ebb in fair weather. 
Assuming that we desire small fish we will go 
the middle of the island. By wading out into the 
surf we can cast to the outer bar. The object point 
is tlie deep water just inside this bar. If tlie fish 

bite in a minute or two hold a taut line 

so that each succeeding wave washes the dipsie 
in a foot or two. I11 a short time the entire gully 
has been traversed or a fish has struck. 

Make another cast as before and repeat the process 
of fishing across tlie gully. After three or four casts 
you will know whether the fish are feeding on the 
far side of the gully, the near side or the middle. 
Usually on the ebb the far side of the gully affords 
the best fishing, particularly for kingfish. 

If. however, your efforts are unavailing and no 
fish strike drift along the lieuch in tin* direction 
of tlie current, casting across the gully and fishing 
back through it as described. 

At irregular Intervals swift narrow currents or sea 
pusses will be found cutting diagonally out into the 
ocean. Fish these carefully. If the kingfish are 
biting at all they will be found here on the ebb. 
When tlie tide is near the end of the ebb there are 
many places where tlie outer bar is high enough 
for the angler to stand in comfort and cast into 
the sea puss beyond the bar. 

Without question this location is most excellent 
as long as it is accessible for all of the smaller 
fish. At the turn of the tide tiie kingfish are 
likely to stop biting here and the weakfish take 
hold with renewed energy. Perhaps a black drum 
or a channel bass will happen along ami pick up 
your bait. 

SURF CROAKER HARD FIGHTER. 

The* surf croaker is a. hard fighter ami exists in 
such generous numbers that tlie fisherman has few 
idle moments on tlie beach. He is also a brilliantly 
marked fish. Unfortunately it lias been tin* custom 
for many people to despise tlie croakers that arc 
so plentiful in the surf from the beginning of the 
season to its end. 

This feeling is not without foundation, liecause 
tlie croakers that are caught two or three miles out 
in the ocean get some kind of food that gives them 
a most villainous taste and odor, but tlie surf 
croakers are on the beach to eat the surf clams, 
and particularly those choice morsels, the little 
coquina, dams, and their fiesta partakes of the 
flavor of their food. 

As a iiint to those who expect to cat them, tlie 
croaker is as easy to skin as In* is to scale. Skinned, 
rolled in cracker dust and egg and fried a golden 
brown, lie is at least the ’equal of tlie kingfish, 
and is unquestionably far superior to the weakfish. 

When the tide is at half flood the side of the 
gully nearest to the outer liar is beyond casting 
distance. As the tide rises fewer waves break 0*1 
the bar and the fish usually cross to the inner side 
of the gully. 

Most of us east beyond the fish a t this stage, 
disregarding the fact that tin* undertow washes 
the crabs, clams, sea bugs, etc., as far as tin* 
inner edge of the gully and then drolls them. The 
fish, of course, understand this as well as wo do, 
and undoubtedly run tlie inner side of the gully 
on the last half of the flood tide. 

During this ]n*riod fish about ten feet outside the 
inner break for the bottom feeding fish, and in tlie 
middle of the gully for the weakfish when they arc 
feeding off bottom. 

Drift along the beach until you find the fish. 
“Somewhere tlie sun is shining.” says the song, and 
just as certainly somewhere the fish are biting. 
Persist, and you will find them. 

Besides, it is far more interesting to drift slowly 
down the liencta. watching the gulls, speculating 
on the probability of a school of fish coming into 
tlie surf, admiring tlie wonderful harmony of surf 
and sea and sky, and looking at the girls, than it 
is to stand like a fire plug on the corner, waiting 
for tiie fish to find you. 

If tiie rules given herein don’t catch tlie fish, 
try some other rules. They will bite freely today 
at a certain place for a certain reason, anil they 
will not bite there tomorrow for tlie same reason. 

Do not destroy tlie undesirable fish you fre- 
quently catch. They are doubtless all of them edible 
and will probably form an imixirtaut part of tie 
food supply of future generations, if not of our 
own. Besides, while it lays in our |x>wer to destroy 
life, wantonly or otherwise, the ability to restore 
it lias not been given to us and we do not wish to 
take that which we cannot return. 

When an angler has caught all tin* fish lie can 
use it is time to stop keeping them. Take them off 
your lunik carefully and return them to the water. 
Unless caught in the gullet they will live ant! may 
furnish sport for other fishermen. 

WHAT TO DO ABOUT CHANNEL BASS. 

Perhaps a lx* t tor plan to follow when your basket 
is full is to go to tlie end of the beaeli and fisli for 
the big fellows. Use a running rigging, an S O or 
a 10-0 loxik. bait with a whole crab or half a moss- 
bunker and you will land no more small fish. 

Maytx* you will strike one of the big ones. Per- 
haps it will l«* a gold button channel bass. If it 
should prove to lx* such, take your time about 
landing him. There is no urgent necessity for 
beaching him at once. You can’t even if you try, 
but you can lose him if you are too insistent with 
him. 

Maybe you have been fishing for nine years to 
get a channel bass and all of that nine years ho]x*s 
anil expectations are concentrated on the struggle 
you are now entering. It isn’t the fisli you want, 
for yell can buy one for a dollar, it’s tin* contest 
between yourself and one of Iln* guiuest. most de- 
termined ami longest enduring fishes in the world 
that you desire. 

Don’t use your superior strength vapidly to wear 
down these splendid characteristics and thus cut 
short your enjoyment. Rather <lo everything pos- 
sible to keep the fish fresh and strong. Handle 



TROUT FISHING IN COLD RIVER 

Yarn Spinner Wins Trout and a Bet — Keen Con- 
test for Fine One. 

C. F. King. Carl Parker, C. L. Aikiu (guide and 
cook) and myself, had been camping for several 
days on the head waters of Cold River in Hamilton 
County. New York, writes C. A. Stupplebeu of Glens 
Falls. X. Y.. in Hounds and Hunting. 

We had taken iiossession of a lumberman’s shanty 
which had been deserted except for the mice, rats 
and hedge-hogs, which were considerably in evi- 
dence. 

Tlie camp was well built of logs and chinked with 
moss. It was equipped with a crude table and 
two tiers of two hunks each, one above the other. 
We increased the furnishings by milling mattresses 
of clean and fragrant balsam houghs. 

Our stove was a trench made of stones and cov- 
ered with flat pieces of iron which had once done 
duty as the top of a real stove. 

We had made no record catches but bad taken 
fisli enough each day to satisfy four men with 
appetites which would have thrown the food com- 
mission into a panic, if they had known alxnit it. 

We had bxatixl some trout uudei* a lot of drift 
wood in and near the mouth of a small brook which 
flows into what is called the “Duck Hole,” nearly 
opixisite our camp and only a few rods distant; and 
also iu a spring hole a short distance farther up 
the same stream. 

The latter we called the “King Hole,” because 
Mr. King first discovered it. 

WINS HIS TROUT AND A BET. 

As we were getting supixr tlie last day of our 
stay. Mr. Parker visited these places and returned 
with the information that he had fished them Ixitli 
carefully and “there was nothing doing.” I ven- 
tured the statement that I would wager five dol- 
lars I could go over there and take one. No one 
called my bluff, but as soon as I had finished my 
supper I started out with a “Professor” tied to a 
No. 8 hook for a lure. In probably not more than 
five or six minutes after leaving camp I called to 
the boys and told them 1 had won the bet and 
held up for their inspection a quarter-pound trout 
I had taken from near the drift wood. 

1 made several more casts and landed 11 couple 
of small ones and lost a big one (those that get 
away an* always quite large, of course). I then 
started for the “King Hole,” but before reaching 
there, stumbled over some logs which wore almost 
hidden in the rank growth of weeds nhil grass, anil 
in doing so lost the reel off my rod and the ring 
which holds it on. Recovering the reel with some 
difficulty, I decided to return t6 camp, but could 
not resist the temptation of one more try at the 
drift wood. 

Placing the reel in my coat pocket, I finally suc- 
ceeded in dropping my fly at the edge of a partly 
submerged log. Immediately there was a swirl and 
a tug and 1 knew 1 had hooked a good one. When 
he felt the cruel steel he dove under a tree top 
which was lying lengthwise of the stream and about 
midway between banks. The body of the tree was 
entirely under water and was full of short brunches, 
the ends of which had been broken off. My line 
Caught around one of these and for several minutes 
(which seemed like a week of worry) I could not 
move it in any direction, and if 1 did not “say 
something” it was because I could not think of 
anything appropriate. 

FINE TROUT AFTER KEEN CONTEST. 

I could occasionally see a flush which proved to 
me that he was still there, and I was satisfied be 
had the best of tlie argument. Thinking I would 
try and wade to where the line was fast. I seated 
myself on the edge of the drift wood and slowly 
got down into the water, but discovered Hint it 
was over the tops of my wading boots. 

Procuring a stick I then tried to work the line 
loose, but without result. 

It was now getting quite dusk and I concluded 
it would be necessary for uie to tie him for the 
night and trust to luck — when glorious surprise, 
tlie tip of my rod almost touched the water he had 
the line loose and was making u desperate effort to 
reach the other side of the p*x)l, where tlie drift 
wood was thickest. 

(.'becking him just in time la* turned and started 
again toward the tree top, hut instead of going 
under it. leaped entirely over it and directly to- 
ward me. Taking up tlie slack as quickly as |xis- 
sitile (all this time the reel was in my pocket) by 
careful maneuvering I manager to keep him in 
free water and a minute or two later he was safe 
on the hank, as lieautiful a trout as any sports- 
man would cure to look at. 

I have caught a great many trout, all sizes, all 
kinds, and in many different waters, from the 
Berkshires to tlie Yellowstone, and have had nu- 
merous exciting experiences, including 11 hurried 
walk across a state line to avoid a meildlesome 
sheriff whose neighbor had his stream posted. But 
for real nerve-racking thrills, that two-pounder 
at Cold Bnxik caps them all. 

There are two good lessons to learn from this 
ex|ieriem*e; first, never use worn or rotten tackle; 
second, when fishing among snags and brush, use 
only a single fly. If I had not put on a new leader 
and had on two flies (as I usually do) 1 would not 
have lauded that trout and there would have been 
no story worth telling.

him as if your line was a mere cotton thread. Give 
tin* bass his head ami encourage him to take out 
line. Ixm’t attempt to hold him until lie lias 5oo 
feet of line out. The elasticity of a linen line of 
this length is marvelous, and its ability to meet 
the fish’s rushes and eventually turn him is a 
revelation to many fishermen. 

After the fisli is turned he will come readily up 
to the beach, only to dash frantically out to sea 
every time he is brought back to the surf. When lie 
finally becomes so exhausted that his rushes do 
not reach over fifteen or twenty feet, it is time 
for humanity's sake to end the struggle by iln wi rig 
him through the surf to tin* tx>ai‘1i. 

Then, if you wish to have him mounted, keep him. 
If not- — for he Is barely eilihie — weigii or measure 
him and return him to the sea. There are only a 
few of bis kind left.

Setter Joe Muncie Tells His Own 

Tale of His Triumphs. 

« 

From Neglected Puppyhood with 
a Forgotten Pedigree to 
Championship Honors. 

♦ 

They call me Cliani|iion Jne Muncie, anil I am 
registered in the Field Dog Stud Book as an Ki'jr- 
lisli setter, number 3333”. I acquired the title bv 
winning the famous Edward Dexter Memorial Cup 
in tl»e national championship field trials near Grand 
Junction. Tenn., in February. ISIS. At a dinner 
given by my present master. Benj. Weil, in n,v 
honor, shortly after my vietory. J. M. Avert, my 
trainer, made the statement that I had to beat the 
judges, the press and the dogs in order to win. 
That is stretching it a |ioiiit. Those judge* who 
gave me the title are elass men and it was neces- 
sary to si tow them conclusively that I was worthy 
of the honor. I showed them, and the win came to 
me ungrudgingly. As for the press, that was all 
wrung. It is to the latter that I owe most of 
my success. The press always gave me full eredit 
for all I did and it was through one of its repre- 
sentatives that I won my first two places in field 
trials. As a matter of fact, when Avunt referred 
to the press I hail to beat, he meant the mail who 
placed me in field trials when I was still an un- 
known dog. so I have no grievance with the press 
even if this representative of it told the truth 
ahout me. 

Previous to my last great success, the winning 
of the national championship, my critics, Isitli 
li mu :i ii and canine, called me most anything, such 
as "Old J oi* . the Yellow Dog” or “the dog without 
a |s*digree.” and many other things that are not 
pleasant to a setter as temperamental as I am. 
Rut that is all past now; the field trial world 
and tin* doggy public at large know by this time 
who I am. although it took me several years to 
show them. 

My earliest recollection is of a nice little run- 
way in the back yard of J. 11. Mathews at JJedgen- 
ville. K.v.. where I was liorii and lived with my 
mother and brothers and sisters for the first few 
weeks of iny life. Those were happy days; all 
romping ami eating and drinking. lint they were of 
short duration. My father was Jack Muncie and 
my mother Lidy Mathews. At least hy those ii-unes 
they were registered when I began winning in field 
trials. Previous to that they were only known 
locally, for their owners valued them as shooting 
dogs and never gave any thought to field trials, nor 
hail they any idea of any of us going ont before the 
public, and so in those days mother was “Lady” 
and father was “Jack.” The Mood lilies I-ady and 
Jack represented were, in a measure, a secondary 
consideration, and for that reason their masters did 
not require fancy names for their dogs — at least 
not until I put the family before the public by 
winning in field trials; then, of course, it was dif- 
ferent. 

THE EARLY DAYS OF NEGLECT. 

How well I remeinlK*r those early days of mine 
when I was taken to field trials! My competitors 
used to sneer at me and turn up their noses, for at 
that time I was entered as "Joe Blackburn, petli- 
gna* unknown.” Of course, one cannot blame those 
aristocrats of the dog world for not recognizing me, 
earning among them as I did. without the creden- 
tials of a stud book nuintier and a certified pedigree, 
bill that was entirely due to the indifference of my 
master rather than the lack of ancestry brick of m** 
My master simply neglected looking up my breeding. 
Jtut it makes me smile now when I think of the old 
yellow and white setter, or plebeian Joe. as some of 
those supercilious Llcwellins called me, and how 
he put it all over those dogs who were so disdainful 
in the early days. I put the prefix of Champion 
liefore my name, and that is something those who 
were loudest in their condemnation of me were un- 
able to do. Blue blood 7 Well. 1 guess when yon get 
down to real facts, my tdood is as blue as any of 
them, records arc all straightened out now and show 
this is inclusively , but when I think of how near I 
was to going through life with “pedigree unknown.” 
just, because my early master did not care, it makes 
me shudder. 

Getting hack to my early puppy days and the lit 
tie kennel yard at Hodgenville. where my mother 
brought us up as liest she knew how. I cannot 
resist saying that she was a wise old mother She 
often sjMikc of father and what a handsome, upstate* - 
ing. white, black and tan setter he was. And 
| icd ig reel Why my father, who was only plain Jack 
in those days, went back to the great Gleam in 
unbroken lines. “Children,” my mother used to 
say. “you m*ed never lie ashamed of your father; 
lie was bred in the purple and his blood is so blue 
tiiat it could be used by washerwomen for bluing.” 
And she was right, llis father was Sport's Gath, 
and lie was hy the wonderful Marie's S|s*rt, which 
sired so many winners. Marie’s sport was by Gleam’- 
Sport and so on down to Gleam ami finally to Lin- 
coln. Nancy l*ri«*e. my paternal grandmother, was 
by Champion Lady’s Count Gladstone, so I guess, 
after all. 1 can hold my own when it comes to 
pride of ancestry. My mother never said much ahout 
her own relatives, but then* is nothing in her 
family that 1 need Is* ashamed of. In the first 
Tda«*e she was a great individual, a wonderful field 
dog, and when you examine the family tree it is 
found that she traces straight hack to Ibnl Wilson. 
Gladstone's Boy, Gath’s Hope and those other great 
ones of the eighties. My mother once said: “They 

may tell you. hoy, that you're no Llewettin, but 
there is no dirt in your veins.” 

AS A YELLOW AND WHITE PUP. 

One day when I was about eight or nine weeks 
old my mother's master brought a man over to look 
at ns. He was a fine tall looking gentleman and 
seemed much interested in all of us, for lie picked 
us up one hy one and examined us carefully. After 
lie looked me over and put me down he said: 

“I like that yellow anil white pup over there, 
lie seems to be precocious.” 

He was talking about me. I learned afterward 
that the man was J. K. Smith of Eminence. Ky., 
and that he owned our father. Jack. A few days 
after this be sent over for me and that was the 
last I ever saw of my mother and little brothers 
and sisters. I was taken away to the home of J. 
K. Smith, who became my first master. The first 
few days and nights in my new In me was a period 
of bitter anguish. I thought I’d die of the loneli- 
ness of it all; the loss of my mother, brother and 
sisters so suddenly took all the life out of me. 1 
couldn’t understand that I was the first choice and 
that I belonged to my new master as his share of 
the litter because he owned my father. This mig! t 
have been considered a special honor, but to be 




tern from ipv family did not seem so to me. ami 
as I lay there in mv little tms those firM fen 
■lark and lonely nights, with all kinds of strange 
sounds aliout me, I was frightened almost to death 
and I suppose I made the hours hideous bv my 
cries and pleadings for my brothers and sisters and 
the comfort of my mother's breast. 

My fate was the same as many another puppy, 
however, and true to the natural buoyancy of any 
healthy young animal, I soon recovered, for my 
master was kind to me anil 1 could run and play 
and eat at will. I did not forget my mother and 
my sisters and brothers, but I learned to make 
the best of the situation since it was one that could 
not Is* remedied.* Wlmt I enjoyed more than any- 
thing else was when I was turned loose iu the 
fields with tin* older dogs. I had many opportuni- 
lies of seeing my father those days, lie was a fine 
old bird dog ami as proud as a prince, even if he 
did own only the plebeian name of Jack in those 
days. Tin* fields were practically boundless and 
I would run helter-skelter in every direction, chas- 
ing t!:e small birds ami the butterflies until my 
legs could carry me no longer. But all this time 
I was growing into a real setter ami before many 
months was almost as tall as my father. On one 
occasion my master showed me to a friend and for 
hi< benefit turned me loose in the fields. 1 guess 
1 must have given a good exhibition of speed and 
range, for after I was ealled in and put on a 
lead, tie* man patted me on tin* bead and said: 

“That pup is a field trial prospect, lie ought to 
hi* giv**n a chance. How’s he bred 7” 

PREPARING FOR FIELD TRIALS. 

"He’s bred all right.” answered my master, “but 
I haven’t kept track of the |s*digree ; he’s hy my 
dog Jack— Mathews’ Iauly. I'm not interested in 
field trials. Imt I'm going to send him to a trainer 
and have a shooting dog made out of him.” 

•Some time after this I was put into a box and sect 
a long distance, finally landing at Bolivar. Tenn. 
I soon learned that I was now going to school and 
my teacher was W. D. Mask of that place. I was 
taken out every day and may lie I didn't enjoy 
those hours in the field! I remember well wlier 
I smelled the intoxicating scent of my first quail. 
I felt a thrill go all through me and some unseen 
fori*e compelled me to stop. It was as if I was 
paralyzed or something. I don’t know what it 
was. hilt when that, strange s<*ent came to my nos- 
trils I was suddenly changed into a different dog. 
I learned ail at once what it means to search for 
game. Tin* older dogs often talked about this 
searching for game. Imt until one has hail the actual 
experience la* does not understand; I know now. 
Well. I stood then* on that point trembling, but 
not daring to move. My teacher come up to me. 
spoke softly, iiatted me on the head and called me 
“good Joe; steady boy,” and a few more similar 
piirases. 

Then I saw him put a long iron thing that lie 
was carrying to his shoulder, walk in front of me 
and up went a whole hunch of birds — about twenty 
in ail. They went away with a loud hrr! hrr! 
brr! and I was so frightened 1 dropped flat oil the 
ground. Then that iron thing liclclied forth with 
two flashes and suddenly there came the most fear- 
ful noise I ever heard. -“Bow! bow!” and two 
birds dropped several rods ahead of me. I thought 
tin* end of the world hail come ami 1 tucked my 
tail between my legs and started to run, but my 
master called me and patted me again and showed 
me the dead birds which still had that same intox- 
icating smell. But for a long time I was afraid 
to go up to birds in the field, knowing that if 1 
did this strange iron thing would make anothei 
noise like it did the first time, and at that iieriod 
I was uncertain of the results, although I escaped 
on the first occasion. However. I knew I could find 
birds when 1 wanted to. hut for the life of me ' 
could not disassociate the pointing of birds from a 
possible catastrophe, and so I approached my garni 
diffidently; sometimes in my excitement wagging 
my tail. Try as I would I could n.it get over this* 
habit, even during the early days of my field trial 
successes. That is how it came about that the press 
ealled attention to the fact that I isiinted with 
a “waving flag.” a term that has always been use.l 
against me. 

After my teacher. Mask, had me for some time, lie 
prevailed upon «my master to let him start me iu 
the All-America field trials and I was taken to 
Rogers Springs in January. 191*1. This was a new 
game to me as well as my handler. I was drawn 
to run against a lot of other ilogs which had con- 
siderable of a reputation; I shall never forget my 
first appearance among those celebrities. 

IGNORANCE AND DOG SHOWS. 

“Who is this yellow and white setter they call 
Jo«‘ Blackburn 7” asked one supercilious setter thev 
ealled Lady. 

“Don't know,” said a big white and liver colored 
pointer, "hut he's handled by a new man and 1 
guess the dog don't amount te much.” 

“They say lie ain’t got no pedigree,” piped in 
another diminutive setter lady they called Terese 

All this while I was right among them too. mind 
yon. 

Well, to make a long slory short. I was started 
in the stake and I must have run a good ground- 
working beat for the judges took me hack into the 
second series. I was mueh excited, however, anil 
while I obeyed my teacher cheerfully and went 
wherever lie asked mi* to hy the wave of his hat.
